Strauss told newsmen afterwards 
that the scientists have gone be- 
yMid the point reported by Eisen­ 
hower June 5 when he said fallout 
had been reduced by nine-tenths 
from that of the earliest H-bombs. 
“ By the time he made that state­ 
ment, we had gone about half the 
way to ttti-tenths,” the AEC chief 
said. 
Dr. Ernest O. Lawrence, one of 
the phy«cists, nodded when asked 
whether it is now possible to make 
a clean H-bomb. 
The other scientists were 
Dr. 
Mark M. MiUs and Dr, Edward 
Teller, who work with Lawrence 
in the University of California’s 
radiation laboratory.

No r 
did th is figure o f $144 millio n co mpletely disclo se 
Uncle Sam’s genero sity, if th at is th e name fo r 
it, o r h is pro fligacy, if th at is a better descrip­ 
tio n. It do es no t include mo ney co ming to Ne­ 
braskans fro m th e farm pro gram no r o th er re­ 
mittances direct to th e individual fro m Uncle 
Sam. It do es no t include a lo t o f mo ney flo w­ 
ing into th is state fro m Big Go vernment at 
W'ash ingtcai. Because o f th e uncertainties o f
